Report of Committee on the Work and Condition of the Luther 
League of Kansas, and Its Relation to this Synod. 


Your Committee respectfully submit the following report : 

I, On the work of the Luther League of Kansas and the Kansas Synod. 

As set forth in its Constitution, the work is “the formation of Young 
People’s Societies in Lutheran congregations; to help confirmed members to 
be faithful to their confirmation vow and helpful to their pastors; to strengthen 
the bond of union among all Lutherans, and to foster Christian living and 
Church loyalty.”

Your Committee would respectfully report that there has been placed in 
their hands a manuscript of 216 pages, entitled, “One Hundred and Forty- 
Five Corrections of Obscure, Doubtful and Absolutely Incorrect Translations 
of our English New Testament, according to the Original Greek Scripture. 
Compared also with the German Bible, with the Latin Vulgate, and with the 
Revised Version.” It is written by our venerable and highly esteemed 
brother, Rev. P. S. Nellis, of Hutchinson, Kansas. While we have not had 
time to give a work of so technical a character the critical examination it de- 
serves, we have read enough of it in manuscript form, and from time to time 
ig some of our church papers, to be able to say that it 1s critical, scholarly and 
fair, and, so far as we could determine, correct in its exegesis of difficult pas- 
sages of Scripture. We recognize the vast amount of work and the pains- 
taking care so evident in its production, snd sympathize with its author in his 
desire to secure its publication in book form. 

We would say, that, while we cannot directly recommend its publication 
to our Publication Society, not because we have no confidence in its merits, 
but because we have no jurisdiction over that institution, and do not feel that

Your Trustees of our Orphans’ Home at Loysville, Pa., were not at any of 
the Board meetings. But by correspondence and from Orphans’ Home 
Echoes we learn that the great need of the Home is larger contributic ns, some 
special donations to enable them to erect additional buildings, including a 
nursery, chapel, and additional dormitories; also, to acquire more land. They 
have 145 children. There are 30 applications demanding early attention. 
The house is almost full, and the family sufficiently large for the funds 
contributed. 

The authorities say 150 are aif they can consistently take care of with the 
funds contributed, so no more can be accepted except as some are discharged. 
In the last year they discharged 31 and admitted 34. The age at which they 
are admitted is six years. They need a nursery so they can take the little 
ones. May the contributions steadily increase.

Report of Examining Committee. 

1. There have appeared before your Committee as applicants for ordination 
Revs. E. E. Stauffer and LD. H. Cramer. These young men graduated from 
the Western Theological Seminary in June last. The former is now located 
as pastor at Wellington and Perth, and the latter at Greenleaf and Barnes, 
We have carefully inquired into the fitness and preparation of these brethren 
for our ministry. Their sermons and reports of ministerial acts have been 
examined, and we are satisfied as to their qualifications for the boly office they 
desire to enter. We recommend them for ordination to the Gospel ministry at 
this meeting of Synod. | 

2. An application from Rev. W. E. Brehm, of Lawrence, Kansas, for admis- 
sion to membership in this Synod, accompanied by a letter of honorable dis- 
mission from the Congregational Church. Brother Brehm was raised in the 
Lutheran Church, and from force of circumstances entered upon the work of 
the ministry in a sister denomination, and at the first favorable moment returns 
to the Church of his choice. After a very thorough quéstioning, your Com- 
mittee is persuaded that the purest and best motives actuated the applicant in 
this step, and we find him in doctrine and church polity in full accord with 
our Lutheran view and practice. We recommend the reception of brother 
Brehm. 

3. Rev. J. A. McCulloch, a graduate of the Western Theological Seminary 
and pastor of our church at Salina, Kansas, asks to have his license extended 
until the meeting of the Synod of Northern Illinois, which convenes October 
26-31, 1898.

Devotional exercises, led by Mrs. Nettie L. Hoffer, opened the 
first session. The subject was “Praise and Thanksgiving,” and 
Psalms c. and cxvi. were read. | 

The business session was called to order by Mrs. Alice G. Bond, 
President. In the absence the Recording Secretary, Miss Jose- 
phine Maedel, was elected Secretary pro fem.

President's Address. 

My Dear Co-Workers ; The season of the Annual Convention is once more 
here, and we are again assembled to close yearly accounts and lay plans for 
the future. For the mercies and blessings, both temporal and spiritual, which 
have been ours during the past twelve months, gratitude and praise fill our 
hearts to-day, and we acknowledge a kind Heavenly Father’s protecting love 
and care. He has spared our lives and enabled us to gather together here in 
this annual Convention. But not all are here, for some who met with us one 
year ago and helped to make our convention a success, are no more. By the 


semoval from earthly scenes and labors of some of our co-workers, we are 


sadly reminded that life is short, and the period of human activity brief. To 
those who mourn the removal of loved ones from the home circle by death 
we extend sincere sympathy, and trust that severance of earthly ties and loves 
will but tend to strengthen heavenly hopes and desires, and that the knowl- 
edge of God as a Comforter in time of affliction may be indeed theirs. 

Those of you who are dekgates to this convention are familiar with the 
work of the Woman's Missionary Society of the General Synod of the Luth- 
eran Church, and know that we are laboring for both home and foreign mis- 
sions. Our home work consists in building churches and assisting with the 
salaries of pastors. During the last few years no new churches have been 
built by the Woman's Missionary Society, as all efiorts were required to finish 
the work already begun. But to-day we rejoice in pledges fulfilled and obli- 
gations met, and may now look forward to entering upon new fields of labor 
in the home land. The home mission field is one of vastness and importance, 
and all our efforts might well be expended upon the work to be done in our 
native land; but it has been deemed wiser to study the needs and demands of 
the foreign field in connection with the home, and divide our energies and 
gifts between the two, rather than concentrate them upon one phase and field 
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of mission work. We have, therefore, an equal interest in home and foreign 
missionary effort. The women of our Church have work in India and Africa 
only, it is true; but by reason of this work, limited as it is, we have learned 
much of what other women are doing in other fields, and have broadened our 
vision and gained a more accurate conception of what is meant by teaching 
ali nations. It is cause for rejoicing that there are so many Christian people 
actively interested in mission work, and that so much has been accomplished 
in foreign lands; but also it is only a beginning, after all, for there are yet 
millions who have never heard of the Saviour. 

In our special fields of labor in Guntur, India, and Muhlenberg, Africa, the 
work is prospering encouragingly. What remains of the unfinished work that 
assumed such huge proportions one year ago, is in connection with the work 
in India. f the amount pledged to the hospital for finishing and furnishing, 
$1,021.71 yet remains to be paid. To contribute to the unfinished work is 
somewhat of a task to those who have felt they have done their duty, but it ss 
the case in all kinds of work, that because some fail to do their whole duty 
others must perform a double portion, and so it falls to us equally with others 
to contribute to this object, even though we have given once or twice before. 
Itis much to be regretted that the work laid out by the General Executive 
Committee should ever drag as this and some other of our special work has 
done. An indefinite or incomplete knowledge of the plans as presented by 
the General Executive Committee is presumably the cause of this failure to 
raise specified funds in a given time. To be fully posted is our duty as mem- 
bers of the General Society. 

In a review of our Synodical work, encouraging progress may be noted. 
Two new organizations have been added to our list, one at Bunker Hill, the 
other at Eureka. These two societies are new organizations, though they 
may be said to have spaung from the ashes of the old. At Bunker Hill there 
was an organization many years ago, and there the women of the Kansas 
Synod gathered in their first convention. Although there has been no organi- 
zation there for a number of years, yet the seed sown long ago has not ceased 
to bear fruit. This society has been the recipient annually of a generous 
offeting to the cause of missions from one who was formerly connected with 
that organization, and who still retains sufficient interest in the work to aid the 
Synodical Society by her contributions. At Eureka there was formerly a very 
active and energetic auxiliary, but changes occasioned by death and removal 
to other places of residence depleted the ranks and discouraged the few re- 
maining members so that they disbanded; but now, thanks be to God and a 
faithful pastor who is interested in mission work, the Eureka congregation has 
& most excellent society. At both these places the organizations were effected 
chiefly through the influence exerted by the pastor. We pause to record once 
more our appreciation of the aid and assistance rendered the cause of missions 
and the woman's organizations by the ministers of the Gospel. Without them 
our work can make but little progress, but with their co-operation continual 
advancement is possible. 
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There are several features of our work for the past year which are worthy of 
mention and commendation. | refer to the responses for special work, more 
particularly the appeal made last January for a special offering for the work in 
Africa. As your President, I was not only gratified that you responded so 
generously, but pleased exceedingly with the spirit manifested at that time. 
You gave willingly, gladly, freely and prayerfully. The society at Peabody 
made the most generous gift, and to them we accord unstinted praise. Loyal 
and true you all have been to every call and demand made upon you, and all 
deserve commendation. 

But while in some particulars we have done well, in others we have shown 
negligence. This is especially true of the work among the young people. In 
this direction nothing seemingly is done in the majority of our congregations. 
If this condition continues to exist, who will take our places when we are 
gone or disabled? Is it not time to look at this question seriously, and deter- 
mine to do something to educate and train our young people in missionary 
work? Through the Y. P. S.C. E., much may be done, and Children’s Bands 
could easily be maintained if ve only would. 

ANNUAL THANK-OFFERING, 

The annual thank-offering has not been as large a one as this society should 
make, which, perhaps, is due to neghgence of leaders, certainly not to a thank- 
less spirit. The November meeting in our auxiliaries should be and can be 
made the very best meeting of the year. The General Literature Committee 
has provided an excellent service for this year, copies of which should be se- 
cured and used. The use of the little mite-box is the best method I know of 
for collecting the thank-offering, if it is used all the time, and the pennies, 
nickles and dimes dropped in for special mercies enjoyed. It serves the 
double purpose of lifting the heart in gratitude to God in recognition of 
providential care, and of collecting funds for the thank-offering. 

THE SUPPORT OF A BED IN INDIA HOSPITAL. 

This is an object which will appeal to us from year to year, as it costs $50.00 
per annum to keep one room, that is provide medicine and care for the sick. 
In order to secure this amount regularly and unfailingly, the General Execu- 
tive Committee has asked each Synodical Society to contribute this amount 
annually. Much to my gratification, and | know to yours, we have raised this 
sum this year, and | recommend that the same sum be pledged for next year. 


THE JUBILEE MEMORIAL FUND. 

The next General Convention will be held in the spring of 1899, in Balti- 
more, Md. This will be the twentieth anniversary of the organization of the 
woman’s missionary work in the General Synod. At the last General Conven- 
tion, the General Treasurer suggested that, inasmuch as the Society observed 
its tenth anniversary by a thank-offering, so should it now celebrate the clos- 
ing of another ten years’ work by a similar effort, to be called a Memorial 
Thank-Offering. She had prepared, at her own expense, a card for the pur- 
pose of collecting small sums; the card, when full, representing the collection 
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or giving of $1.00. Each person is requested to fill one or more of these cards 
before next spring. Each delegate should take with her a sufficient supply for 
her Society. The Recording Secretary of each Society is requested to keep a 
secord of all cards returned to her and enter the name of each member return- 
ing one on the “ Roll of Honor for the Memorial Jubilee Fund.” This money 
thould be paid to the Recording Secretary, who will make a memorandum of 
it and hand it to the Auxiliary Treasurer. At the end of the quarter the money 
should be forwarded to the Synodical Treasurer, plainly specifying what it is, 
and she should hold it until the time for the meeting of the next General Con- 
vention, The delegate from the Synodical Saviety to General Convention will 
carry this money to the Convention as a thank-offering from this Society. If 
none of these cards have as yet been filled, let me urge you most earnestly to 
neglect them no longer. We want our thank-oflering to be in a measure an 
expression of our gratitude for Christian privileges and civilization; a thank- 
oflering for the mercies and blessings that are conferred upon humanity by the 
Gospel and the preached Word; for churches and Christian infinence and 
environment; a thank-offering for the open Bible and the knowledge of the 
Saviour; for the privilege of doing mission work, and the success that bas 
attended woman’s efforts in this direction. 
THE TITHE LEGION. 

The interest of Christian people is being aroused by repeated discussions 
and written statements on the theme of tithe giving. It was discussed last 
year in our convention, and will be again discussed this year. The Tithe Le- 
gion cards will be distributed at this convention. They were recommended, 
s you know, at the last General Convention by the General Historian, and 
the plan suggested was adopted. These cards have a space for name, which 
is to be filled in by any person desiring to join the Legion and pledge herself 
to give a tenth of all that comes into her hands, as her own, to the Lovd. 
These cards when signed are to be sent to the Synodical Historian, who will 
keep a list of all who join the Tithe Legion. This is the scriptural and right 
way, and it is time we were all awaking to the fact, and practicing systematic 
and proportionate giving. Let me urge you all to consider the subject prayer- 
fully, and then follow your convictions by giving as the Lord has prospered you. 

Before closing, I want to express once more my appreciation of the kind- 
Ses shown me while I have been your President. The spirit of ready co- 
operation and kindly service manifested by the members of the Kansas 
Synodical Society is to be highly commended. Service with you and for you 
isa pleasure. I have endeavored by letter to thank you for the gift you made 
me, by presenting me with a certificate of Life Membership in the General 
Society, but I would once more repeat that it is a gift which I prize and es- 
teem most highly, and for which I thank you heartily. 

And now, dear Sisters, you are here as representatives of your societies, to 
do the work of this convention, Let none from timidity shirk a duty nor 
forget that she represents others. Let the devotional exercises receive your 
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interest and have your presence, and thus looking up to God for guidance 
prepare your hearts for service. |

Paper by Mrs. Berg 

Mrs. Maurice Berg read a paper on “The Grace of Giving.” 
The following is a synopsis : 

“There is a general lack of knowledge of Bible teaching upon 
this subject. We should learn to appreciate God’s blessings 
toward us, especially the gift of His Son, and give in this same 
spirit to Him—the spirit of love. 

“We ought not to emphasize less the blessings we receive in 
turn for giving, but urge people to give because it is a duty, more 
a privilege. It is as truly a part of worship as singing and 
prayer. 

“We should have a system in our giving, and make it a matter 
of conscience to live up to our belief upon this question. 

“Let the ‘tenth’ serve as the minimum; better, ‘lay by in 
store as prospered.’ 

“The thought of a Lord’s Treasury was emphasized, so we feel 
that we give to the Lord instead of the different objects. 

“Then we would seek God’s direction in distributing our gifts, 
and no cause receive all, nor any worthy object go begging.” 

Scripture quotations on the subject, “‘ Giving,” then followed.

THIRD SESSION. 


THURSDAY EVENING. 


At 7: 30 o'clock the members and friends, in conjunction with 
members of Synod, assembled in the Zion Lutheran church. An 
anthem, “ The Lord shall Bless Thee and Keep Thee,” prepared 
our hearts for the devotional exercises, following which Rev. F. 
D. Altman, D. D., led in prayer. Psalm cvii. was read by the 
President, and prayer offered by Rey. H. C. Haithcox, D. D. 


Paper by Mrs. Humphrey. 


Mrs. H. I.. Humphrey, of Abilene, read the first paper of the 
evening, on “ How Much Owest Thou Thy Lord?” in which she 
said, in part: | . 

“It seems to have become a fixed and chronic condition of mind with so 
many of the mothers and sisters of Israel that their work is done when they 
deposit their usual gift in response to the pastor's annual appeal for missions. 
They appear to feel that the women of the Missionary Society are troulesome, 
if not meddlesome, in thrusting forward their claims in behalf of their Society's 
work and needs. They seem to consider as mythical fables the reports of the 
suffering, benighted condition of many of our heathen women. 

“ Just as the foreign work needs more teachers, workers and women to go out 
and talk to women of Christ for all the world and all the world for Christ, so 
are they needed in the same work at home—to go from house to house until 
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the true missionary spirit permeates the Church. We need to remember the 
promised effect of the little leaven. 

“How much owest thou thy Lord? We need to know and hasten to fulfil 
each day’s payment, for by the words of the parable Christ teaches and com- 
mands to ‘pay me what thou owest.’ God has fulfilled His promises to us, 
and now awaits that human co-operation which He requires of every child of 
His who looks up to Him and calls Him ‘Abba, Father.’” 


Address of Mrs. Keyser. 
Following the above paper, Mrs. L. S. Keyser, of Atchison, 
addressed the convention upon “Some Important Things in Mis- 
sion Work.”” We extract the following: 


“Continued instruction is necessary. People are forgetful, and, therefore, 
our motto in mission work should be ‘ precept upon precept, line upon line, 
bere a little and there a little.’ It is not enough to satisfy our own needs; we 
must help everybody we can to come to Christ. 

“Our Boards and missionaries ne¢d money; it is true, but they also need 
something more. ‘The gift without the giver is bare.’ They want to feel 
that we have confidence in them and their work. Nothing will so nerve their 
hearts as the knowledge that the people at home believe in them. 

“We must know about work in order to have any enthusiasm for it. Zeal 
without knowledge would not be a good thing, but the trouble is that there is 
sot likely to be any zeal in missions without knowledge. Nothing is more 
needful than the extension of missionary literature. If our people will read 
about the heroic sacrifices, the noble unselfishness of our missionaries, the 
wonderful success of their work, it will beget an interest that will lead to 
giving and doing. | 

“Persons who mislead the Church in regard to our missionary operations will 
bave a heavy account to give; but those who are so willing to be misled will 
also be held responsible; they cannot escape, for the means of knowing the 
truth are at hand. 

Hearty support of the Woman's Executive Committee is also extremely im- 
portant. Having been a member of that committee for a number of years, I 
would, without hesitation, bespeak your fullest confidence in the women com- 
posing it. They are not women of narrow views, nor are they neglectfui of their 
own home duties or their local church work; but while they attend faithfully 
to such duties, they also find time to do a great deal of work for the spiritually 
destitute in this and other lands. You may depend upon it that they will give 
every subject brought properly to their attention the most careful thought, and 
you will find that their decisions are almost always the wisest that could be 
-teached.” 

Address of Mrs. Beegle. 
The third paper of the evening was one prepared by Mrs. E. C. 


Beegle, of Atchison. Mrs. Beegle treated of “Our Duty to Our 
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Successors, the Young People.” The following is a digest of the 


paper : 

“ The divine plan of tuterage in preparation for God’s service is exemplified 
in the anointing of Elisha by Elijah, and the subsequent association of teacher- 
prophet and pupil-prophet; likewise, in Christ’s selection of disciples and His 
intimate association with them. 

“How can we most effectively train our successors in mission work, is a 
question of transcendent importance to-day. | 

“ First. We ourselves must be possessed of a yearning love for souls. Our 
lives must evince a living purpose, directed by a holy zeal. Then only will 
our manifest earnestness communicate itself to others. 

“Second. Remembering that Paul may plant and Apollos water, but God 
giveth the increase, we must implore divine assistance in our efforts to influ- 
ence the young. Efficiency in this line of endeavor is not dependent upon 
human invention alone, but largely upon the power of God working through us, 

“Third. The recognized auxiliary organizations of a church can become 
training classes for the young, the duty of supervision devolving chiefly upon 
the Woman’s Missionary Society. The same practical methods employed by 
active secular organizations in organizing and maintairing junior circles, must 
obtain in the superintendence of Young People’s and Children’s Missionary 
Societies. The success of junior missionary organizations depends upon the 
expenditure of time, thought, labor and genius in conducting them. Every 
detail of program or of administration must be carefully planned. Committees 
must have unseen guidance in order to perform their duties with due clever- 
ness. Such effort means work, but in no department of church enterprise do 
energy, skill and tact produce such gratifying returns. 

“Fourth. The young people and children can be trained for mission work 
without multiplying organizations. The Young People’s Society of a church, 
with the characteristic magnanimity of the young, will soon endorse the 
monthly substitution of a mission topic for the assigned one, especially if some 
capable adviser assist in preparation of programme, etc. A monthly member- 
ship fee, or a free-will offering at each meeting, will develop the grace of giv- 
ing. A Children’s Mission Band should be an internal organization of every 
Sunday-school, including in its membership all pupils of the school not mem- 
bers of the Young People’s Society. A Mission Band superintended by some 
member of the Woman's Society especially adapted to such leadership, soon 
becomes a delight to the children. The Children’s Missionary, which contains 
just such information as affords children an intelligent acquaintance with mis- 
sion fields and mission enterprise, should be one of the periodicals distributed 
in our Sunday-schools. Is it not possible to have a Young People’s Missionary 
Society and a Children’s Mission Band, in every congregation of this Synod? 
Will not our Woman's Societies and the pastors of congregations not having 
Woman’s Missionary Societies, adopt some such plan as outlined, and patiently, 
prayerfully, and tactfully guide the effort—and that without longer delay? 
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Surely such endeavor commends itself when we consider that the pastors of 
the future, the missionaries of the future, the members of the Woman's Mis- 
sionary Societies of the future, are the young people and the children of the 
present. Would we have them more efficient than we are, then let us train 
them as best we can, and to God be all praise for considering us worthy of a 
call to service and for granting us an opportunity to instruct our successors.” 


Rev. S. B. Barnitz, D. D., then addressed the meeting. 
The collection, amounting to $9.11, was taken. 
Benediction pronounced by Rev. J. M. Cromer.

Refer- 
ences are given to more timid members who do not like to take 
other parts. 

2. Lesson Study. Missionary current events were used, every 
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member giving some item of interest. Selections from Journal 
used as basis for talks and papers. 

3. Raising Funds. (@) For General Fund. All dues devoted 
to General Fund. (4) Special Objects. Give from your own 
pockets. The holding of socials and teas for raising money for 
missionary purposes was discouraged. (¢) Contingent Fund. 
Special assessments the best way to replenish the Contingent 
Fund. 

4. Enlisting new members. Invite them until they come. 
Children’s parts in program bring mothers out. Each member 
prays for some special one. Each persistently but gently invites 
some special one. 

The importance of every lady member of the Church becoming 
a member of the Missionary Society was forcibly expressed.
